Western Wayne unit opposes well

Spurred on by Romulus 
Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski, the Conference 
of Western Wayne voted in sup¬ 
port of a resolution opposing 
the construction of hazardous 
and non-hazardous injection 
wells similar to those pro¬ 
posed by Environmental Dis¬ 
posal Systems. 

The resolution was offered 
by Dearborn Heights Mayor 
Ruth Canfield at the request of 
Taylor Mayor Cameron Priebe, 
who is taking a strong stance 
against the well efforts in Ro¬ 
mulus because the site is close 
to the Taylor border. 

Several CWW members 
talked about delaying the mo¬ 
tion on the anti-well resolution 
to make it as strong as possi¬ 
ble, but Napiorkowski and 
others said it would be better 
to approve this listed resolu¬ 
tion with minor changes and

then come back as early as 
next month and approve an en¬ 
hanced resolution. 

The resolution states “the 
Conference of Western Wayne 
Board of Directors opposes the 
construction and operation of 
a Class I Commercial Haz¬ 
ardous/Non-Hazardous Injec¬ 
tion Well at the proposed 
location in Romulus.” 

It continues that several 


communities in the CWW area 
have residential areas in a 
very close proximity to the 
well’s proposed location near 
Wick and Inkster Roads. 

The resolution then states 
that “the import of hazardous 
waste materials from incorpo¬ 
rated lands outside of the 
CWW area of dominant influ¬ 
ence will make this well, and 
its transport vehicles a threat 


to the health, safety and wel¬ 
fare of our citizens and 
communities.” 

It thus requests the denial 
of any and all permits being 
sought by EDS for this planned 
well and any future injection 
well projects. 

Canfield said there is obvi¬ 
ously “something wrong if Can¬ 
ada outlaws the injection of 
such waste in its country and 
Michigan meekly accepts it.” 

Van Buren Supervisor 
David Jacokes remains con¬ 
cerned about the migration is¬ 
sue underground, no matter 
what EDS officials claim. 

Canfield agrees that if com¬ 
panies in the state of Michigan 
create such liquid products, 
then they should create ways 
to dispose of them. But she 
feels that the technology today 
still doesn’t make her feel 
comfortable. 

No EDS officials were at the 
meeting. 


Solomon stresses 
new unity in area 


Re-emphasizing Romulus 
School District’s indepen¬ 
dence of action, Superinten¬ 
dent Dr. William Bedell 
reminded Mayor William 
Oakley and the City Council 
♦hat the school board will pro¬ 
ceed with the televised school 
meeting issue at its own speed. 

In a letter dated Feb. 1, Be¬ 
dell told city officials “our ex- 
perience with previous 
attempts at meeting television 
have not been good.” 

He said those “who have at¬ 
tempted to service us have 
been very inconsistent in their 
appearance and used, in our 
perception, relatively inade¬ 
quate equipment that made 
for an inadequate result.” 

Bedell said the school 
board and administration “are 
at a loss to determine the pat¬ 
tern that was being followed 
when our meetings were being 
televised and on at least one 
occasion, we felt that politics 
was played. 

The incident he was talking 
about, Bedell said, was a time 
when the city assessor ap¬ 
peared at a school board meet¬ 
ing and made some pointed 
comments about the school 
budget and then left imme¬ 
diately along with the cable 
camera. 


Bedell said to date he has 
been impressed with the tenor 
and mood of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation meetings, which he said 
are run in the finest tradition 
of the old New England Town 
Meetings. 

“This has resulted in what I 
perceive to be a very free and 
easy communication with peo¬ 
ple in the community that 
cared enough to join us,” Be¬ 
dell said. 

The superintendent said 
placing meetings on cable usu¬ 
ally forces the meetings to be¬ 
come very structured, “how¬ 
ever I suspect that my per¬ 
sonal concerns in this matter 
will not prevent us from tele¬ 
vising the meetings.” 

Bedell wrote as he has 
.stated in the past: 

(a) school televising will be 
on its own educational chan¬ 
nel. 

(b) such televising will be 
done with proper equipment 
and adequate facilities. 

(c) it is our intention to oper¬ 
ate the entire system with stu¬ 
dent help under the direction 
of faculty members. 

Bedell said meeting these 
criteria are more important 
than that of exact timelines. 
We have never mentioned an 
exact date in the past, he 
stressed.

Classrooms through the na¬

In a break with the old top- 
down approach to government, 
schools and states receive 
Goals 2000 funds, and flex¬ 
ibility from the Education De¬ 
partment in the use of those 
funds, in exchange for a com¬ 
mitment to set challenging ac¬ 
ademic standards for student 
learning and improved ac¬ 
countability. The Goals 200 
partnership enables schools, 
counties, states and the fed¬ 
eral government to work to¬ 
gether to improve the quality 
of education across America. 

Riley said thousands of lo-

cal schools would lose their 
excellence grants under Goals 
2000 if proposed cuts to the 
program are adopted by Con¬ 
gress. President Clinton 
sought $750 million for Goals 
200 in fiscal year 1996 to signif¬ 
icantly increase the number of 
participating schools. But the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
voted to eliminate all funds for 
the program as part of a nearly 
$4 billion, of 17 percent, cut to 
education. The Senate Appro¬ 
priations Committee would cut 
Goals 2000 funding to $310 mil¬ 
lion. 

Local school improvement 
plans to help students reach 
high standards of excellence 
and discipline are developed 
with broad-based parent, 
teacher and community input. 
Many states report they use 
both voluntary national stan¬ 
dards and standards devel¬ 
oped by other states to guide 
them in developing their own 
individual plans, according to 
State Curriculum Frameworks 
in Mathematics and Science:

Goals 2000 has won support

“If we lose Goals 2000, it 


would be an incredibly nega¬ 
tive setback for this country,” 
said Louis V. Gerstner, chair¬ 
man and CEO of IBM, at a 
White House meeting last Sep¬ 
tember. 

“From charter schools, to 
improving reading, and from 
upgrading teacher skills to get¬ 
ting more computers in the 
classroom, I’ve seen funds 
from Goals 200 help energize 
educational improvements 
across our country,” Riley said. 
“When you raise expectations 
and standards, students and 
schools respond favorably.” 

Ohio, for instance, is using 
Goals 2000 support to raise stu¬

Michigan, Massachusetts 
and Minnesota are using Goals

New heart renews old love

Valentines Day took on a 
more serious meaning for 
Chuck and Pat Sprinkle this 
year, as Chuck marked six 
months of life with his new 
heart on Tuesday. 

A quiet, romantic and 
thankful Valentines Day din¬ 
ner was celebrated by the Ro¬ 
mulus pair on Wednesday, as 
they were fully mindful what 
receiving the heart of a 26- 
year-old Florida painter last 
Aug. 13 means to their future 
life together. 

To help celebrate the day, a 
dozen roses were supplied to 
the couple by Romulus 
Flowers and Gift store. 

“Too many persons take 
their health for granted,” Pat 
Sprinkle (a Romulus school 
bus driver) said Tuesday. 


While at the University of 
Pittsburgh last summer, Pat 
saw some organ donor shirts a 
church created for another 
heart patient there. “I was so 
impressed with their sim¬ 
plicity' of thought, I purchased 
two for Chuck and myself,” she 
said. 

The grey-based T-shirts 
bear the logo “Make a Miracle, 
Be an Organ and Tissue Do¬ 
nor.” Imprinted behind the 
script is a large pink heart. 

Sprinkle is gradually re¬ 
gaining his weight after having 
dipped to 148 pounds follow¬ 
ing his transplant operation 
and a bout with pneumonia. 
Today he tips the scale at 176 
and his wife hopes he can 
reach his goal soon of 185 
pounds. 

Sprinkle works out for 10 
minutes a day on his treadmill 
and soon will be undergoing a 


cardiac physical therapy pro¬ 
gram at Heritage Hospital in 
Taylor to increase his stamina. 

While the frigid winter 
weather has limited his days 
outdoors, Sprinkle keeps busy 
inside his family’s Beverly 
Road home. “Yesterday he 
even stacked some of the wood 
we use for the fireplace,” his 
wife said. 

Sprinkle has found a new 
love for cheesecake, Pat said, 
since candy is now outlawed 
for either one of their diets. 

In addition the Sprinkles 
have obtained a bread making 
machine, and Chuck baked a 
raisin cinnamon loaf of bread 
this week himself. 

Chuck’s 57-year-old body is 
working well with its 26-year- 
old heart, Pat said, but we still 
have learned as others in our 
position to “take one day at a 
time.”

Love thaws out frozen cat

It’s a good thing that cats 
have nine lives. 

Poor George (a friendly grey 
and white feline) apparently 
froze to death late last month 
after being accidentally 
locked in a Wayne County 
Road Department supply shed 
for four days without food or 
water. 

Romulus Animal Control 
Officer Kim Matthews said she 
was made aware of the cat 
emergency about 11 a.m. Jan. 
30 by Wayne County Road De¬ 
partment worker Carol Toth. 

The nearly frozen stiff cat 
was found only minutes before 
by County Road Supervisor 
Greg Gephart and a worker 
Joe Frickie as they opened a 
county shed on Goddard Road 
that had apparently been 
closed for about four days dur¬ 
ing the recent deep freeze. 

Gephart said Frickie yelled 
at him when he first saw the 
cat “because he was afraid I 
might hit him with the hi-lo 
vehicle.” 

The county supervisor said 
he spotted the animal as it 
tried to rise from a prone posi¬ 
tion, but then collapsed. 

Frickie and Gephart placed 
the cat in a box and carried it 
into a warm building, where 
Toth looked at it and imme¬ 
diately called the Romulus 
Animal Control office. 

Matthews arrived a short 
time later and found the cat’s 
mouth was frozen shut and 
only a small slit revealed its 
eyes. 

“The cat had no pulse and

was not breathing when I ar¬ 
rived,” Matthews said. “I 
quickly began to massage his 
chest area near the heart, 
loosened the ice particles from 
his mouth and gently rubbed 
his legs and paws.” 

Matthews continued these 
procedures for a period of 
time and then placed the still 
rigid animal inside her police 
style jacket so that he could 
absorb her body heat while 
she went about her job for the 
next three hours. 

While sure the apparently 
stray cat had used up at least 
one of its reported nine lives, 
Matthews continued to keep 
him warm in the cab of her 
truck or in the animal control 
building. 

Along one of her routes, 
Matthews said, a local resident 
gave her a little container of 
warm milk for the cat, as his 
mouth began to become more 
flexible. 

In the past week, the un¬ 
named cat and Matthews be¬ 
came close friends. “He loves 
attention and to be combed,” 
Matthews said last week, “and 
curls up on my lap or my desk 
while I’m doing paperwork in 
the office.” 


While the cat’s stomach is 
still extremely sensitive from 
having nothing to eat or drink 
for four days, Matthews said, it 
otherwise loves to be petted 
and currently is eating both 
hard and soft catfood. 

Matthews returned the cat 
to the Wayne County Road De¬ 
partment office last Wednes¬ 
day for a brief visit and at that 
time it was decided to give the 
cat a name. 

“We can’t just keep calling 
him cat,” a county worker said. 
It was then decided to refer to 
him as “George.” 

While being photographed 
by a Michigan Community 
Newspapers photographer last 
Wednesday, Matthews re¬ 
vealed that George gets along 
well with people and other an¬ 
imals—even dogs at the shelter. 
George appears also to be lit¬ 
ter box trained, Matthews said. 

It is a little premature to 
place George up for adoption, 
she said, but he probably will 
become available later this 
month. 

Except for the need of a 
bath, George looks pretty 
healthy and happy considering 
his ordeal. His vocabulary is 
still rather limited. George 
“meows” when his is hungry or 
in need of a welcome hand and 
growls a little when people in¬ 
advertently touch his stomach 
area. 

Thus George cannot reveal 
if he ever reached “kitty cat 
heaven” during his death ex¬ 
perience. If cats could smile, 
both Matthews and the county 
employees feel George would 
be grinning from ear to ear.

An 18-year-old Canton man 
was arrested Monday on a 
charge that he attempted to 
kill a Romulus man, whom he 
had stabbed 16 times at a mu¬ 
tual friend’s home. 

Arrested was Rory Asher of 
Canton on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder. He was 
arraigned in the 34th District 
Court before Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green, who set bail at 
$50,000 cash bond. A prelimi¬ 
nary hearing is slated in the 
same court on Feb. 21. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus said the attack took 
place sometime before 1:20 
a.m. Monday in a house on the 
15000 block of Sanburg in Ro¬ 
mulus. Police received a call 


about the stabbing and found 
the victim outside the home 
that morning. 

The victim said he was at¬ 
tacked for no reason at all, 
Kraus reported. 

He was taken to Annapolis 
Health Center in Wayne, 
where he was treated for stab 
wounds of the head, face and 
upper body. One of the most 
severe wounds was to the vic¬ 
tim’s right hand, Kraus said, 
which required surgery. He 
was released after treatment. 

Kraus said the apparent 
weapon a three-inch steel 
knife was confiscated. 

The stabbing took place at a 
small social gathering inside 
the home, Kraus reported, and 
several witnesses were inter¬ 
viewed by police following the 
incident. 


Romulus man faces 
sex charges with minor

A 40-year-old Romulus man 
was ordered held in $500,000 
cash bond last week as Chief 
34th District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green bound over 11 
sexual charges against him to 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

Detective Sgt. Cora Semrau 
reported that the complaints 
filed against Philip Simmons 
III cover a period of over 10 
years during which time he re¬ 
portedly sexually abused the 
daughter of his live-in girl 
friend. 

The sexual offenses that in¬ 
cluded penetration and other 
sexual contact began when the 
girl was about 7 or 8 years old 
and continued until she was 
16, Semrau said. 


The victim and her mother 
testified for about two hours 
on Feb. 7, Semrau said, as it 
was revealed that the victim 
didn’t inform her mother of 
the incidents until Simmons 
was sent to jail on a weapons 
violation last Ktev. 3. 

The sexual offenses report¬ 
edly began when the family 
lived in Inkster and continued 
as they then moved to Taylor 
and Romulus. 

The victim, now 17, is a stu¬ 
dent at Romulus High School. 

The charges include nine 
counts of criminal sexual con¬ 
duct I, one count of criminal 
sexual conduct II as well as a 
sexual deviancy complaint (be¬ 
cause of an earlier sexual 
charge). 

The Circuit Court hearing is 
slated for 9 a.m. Feb. 21.

Petition 

ignored 

To the editor: 

It is with a heavy heart that I 
sit down to write this letter. It’s 
hard to capture the essence of 
what has taken place during 
the past month or so at the 
public hearings, on the topic of 
sex education. 

All of those persons who at¬ 
tended were made to believe 
that we would have our ques¬ 
tions answered. That did not 
happen! 

So many things transpired 
that upset me and many 
others, that I really don’t know 
where to begin. So, I will take 
the issue of a petition that was 
circulated and signed by 376 
citizens of Van Buren School 
District.

erly trained teachers who 
philosophically support the 
curriculum and it’s message, to 
students whose parents have 
opted to have them taught Re¬ 
productive Health, and that 
parental and community sup¬ 


port be encouraged in the en¬ 
tire process.” 

When the petition was first 
given to the board, Dec. 13, Mr. 
Dolph flippantly tossed it on 
the table, and at that point, 
didn’t bother to look at the nu¬ 
mber of concerned taxpayers 
who had signed it. He treated 
it as worthless information. 
Little did I know, that was the 
very way it would be treated 
during this entire process. 
From that point on, the peti¬ 
tion was not brought up by Mr. 
Dolph. One would think that 
an elected school board would 
be concerned with the opin¬ 
ions of 376 citizens.

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Car seizures effective in stopping 
prostitution activity within county

No one who has seen the 
ravages of prostitution close 
up would ever call it a victim¬ 
less crime. It’s dangerous and 
degrading to the women and 
teenagers trapped in it. It’s 
risky to those who solicit their 
services. It’s devastating to the 
city and suburban neighbor¬ 
hoods where it takes hold. 

It has also been one of the 
most frustrating crimes for law 
enforcement to deal with -- un¬ 
til the use of forfeiture or the 
temporary seizure of property 
became common in recent 
years. 

In Wayne County, the prac¬ 
tice of seizing the cars of pros¬ 
titutes’ customers under the 
state nuisance abatement law 
has proved to be a remarkably 
effective punishment and de¬ 
terrent. It’s the only remedy 
that gets at the demand side of 
the business. Jails don’t have 
room for prostitutes and their 
customers, even if courts send 
them there. Fines are 
shrugged off by prostitutes and 
their bosses as merely a cost of 
doing business. But when you 
temporarily take away the car 
of a customer caught in the act, 
you impose a prompt and pro¬ 
portionate penalty and create 
a powerful incentive for him 
not to return. 



Wayne County’s prostitution 
abatement program, called 
Operation Save Our Neighbor¬ 
hoods, is a direct response to 
the concerns of homeowners, 
businesses and community 
groups who saw the open prac¬ 
tice of prostitution destroying 
their city and suburban neigh¬ 
borhoods. Anyone familiar 
with areas where prostitution 
is common knows its ravages: 
the litter of used condoms on 
sidewalks, lawns and streets; 
the crude solicitation of wives 
and daughters; the sight of the 
vice business in full swing in 
cars parked in driveways and 
alleys. 

Seizing the cars of the pros¬ 
titutes’ customers dramati 
cally reduces such activity 
without imposing unduly 
harsh burdens on offenders or 
clogging the criminal justice 
system. Those whose cars have 
been taken can contest the sei¬ 
zure in court. But most of¬ 
fenders choose to get their

cars back by paying a redemp¬ 
tion fee of $650 plus costs. 
Fewer than one percent of the 
9,000 persons whose cars have 
been seized in Wayne County 
in recent years have been re¬ 
arrested for soliciting acts of 
prostitution - proof of how 
well the program works. 

The use of property sei¬ 
zures, which are temporary 
pending a final settlement, has 
come under scrutiny in recent 
days, as the U.S. Supreme 
Court weighs the Bennis case, 
which arose in Wayne County. 
Tina Bennis has argued that 
her rights as co-owner of her 
husband’s car were infringed 
when he was caught using it 
for a transaction with a pros¬ 
titute and the car was seized. 
The car, a 1977 junker, was one 
of two cars owned by the Ben- 
nises, and the one her hus¬ 
band drove. A Wayne County 
Circuit Judge found that the 
vehicle’s value was less than 
the cost of towing and im¬ 
poundment, so there was no 
real economic loss to Ms. Be¬ 
nnis. The Supreme Court of 
Michigan agreed. 

But the key fact that must be 
remembered is, it has always 
been the policy of the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office to 
protect the interest of inno¬ 
cent parties in prostitution sei¬ 
zures, as well as in a similar 
program in involving the sei¬ 
zure of cars used in the drug 
trade. Courts are specifically 
requested to respect innocent 
co-owners’ property interests, 
and to protect their rights of 
ownership. No matter how the 
U.S. Supreme Court rules in 
the Bennis case, that has been 
and will continue to be the 
practice of the Prosecutor’s 
Office. 

Seizure works. It’s simple, 
fair and effective. It doesn’t tie 
up the courts and jails or cost 
the taxpayers money. It does 
not hurt the innocent. On the 
contrary, prostitution and drug 
seizure programs protect the 
truly innocent victims of those 
crimes - the embattled resi¬ 
dents of Detroit and Wayne 
County who desperately want 
to drive such ugly commerce 
out of their neighborhoods for 
good. 
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Clearly, it was an unimportant 
document to him, even though 
nearly 400 taxpayers had 
signed it. Then, he and the 
board president began to try to 
discredit the petition. I 
couldn’t believe my ears! Such 
statements were made that 
several husbands and wives 
had signed the petition. Is that 
wrong? Does this make it non- 
valued added information? 
Many parents, both husband 
and wife, are concerned. That 
was the point, and they totally 
missed it! 

The next thing that hap¬ 
pened almost made me fall off 
my chair. Mr. Richendollar 
said that, in his opinion, these 
petitions did not reflect the 
school district. Would you tell 
me what they did reflect? Why 
does he persist in undermin¬ 
ing the voice of the citizens he 
purports to represent? 

Mr. Richendollar, as well as 
most of the school board, ap¬ 
peared closed-minded and 
cynical toward the many at¬ 
tendees who disagreed with 
them. In my opinion, we were 
clearly the majority. 

Beside the issue around the 
petition, there are many others 
that I didn’t address. The cur¬ 
rent school board voted and 
passed the flawed sex educa¬ 
tion curriculum. Many of the 
board members openly stated 
that they knew it was defec¬ 
tive, but they just wanted it out 
of discussion. This issue isn’t 
over, yet! It concerns me that 
our children will be sacrificed 
as guinea pigs! 

I must acknowledge two 
members of the school board 
who stated many faults with 
the curriculum, and fought a 
good fight. Sharry Budd and 
Susan Ward Callahan identi¬ 
fied many flaws in the pro¬ 
posed seventh grade materials 
particularly, but to no avail. 

In closing, I would just like 
to say that this was an experi¬ 
ence of a lifetime! I would 
never have believed that elec¬ 
ted people would be so insen¬ 
sitive to the members of the 
community who elected them. 
During this entire process, I 
kept asking myself if these per¬ 
sons had ever heard of govern¬ 
ment of the people and for the 
people! If they have, they did 
not act like it.

Message ignored 

To the editor: 

What will it take for Con¬ 
gress to get the message? 

We cannot fish or swim in 
half of our lakes. Nearly 100 
million people in this country 
are breathing air that doesn’t 
meet basic health standards. 
Yet during their first year, in 
the face of overwhelming pub¬ 
lic opposition, the 104th Con¬ 
gress has taken multiple steps 
toward weakening our envi¬ 
ronmental and health protec¬ 
tions. 

Last May, the House passed 
a “Dirty Water” Bill that allows 
more pollution into our lakes. 
More recently the Senate pas¬ 
sed a drinking water bill that 
actually weakens current stan¬ 
dards and fails to set reason¬ 
able limits for cancer-causing 
arsenic and radon. Both 
branches of Congress passed 
an appropriations bill that dis¬ 
proportionately cuts funding 
for the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency. 

Meanwhile, as members of 
Congress and their industry 
friends push for weaker regu¬ 
lations and higher profits, poll 
after poll shows support for 
strengthening our public 


health and environmental 
laws. Over one million Ameri¬ 
cans, including 17,000 across 
Michigan, signed on to an envi¬ 
ronmental bill of rights this 
past year. 

Thankfully, the call to pro¬ 
tect our environment has not 
fallen on completely deaf ears. 
U.S. Representative Lynn 
Rivers of Michigan’s 13th dis¬ 
trict has voted consistently to 
protect the environment and 
public health. Congressman 
Rivers and others like her 
should be commended for rep¬ 
resenting the many concerned 
constituents who don’t want 
environmental laws rolled 
back, and urged to continue to 
be strong advocates of environ¬ 
mental protection. 

As 1996 brings more votes 
on the environment, it is time 
for every member of Congress 
to get the message: Constitu¬ 
ents will not appreciate votes 
that lead to dirtier water and 
air, even if they do lead to big¬ 
ger war chests for politicians 
and their campaigns.

.“I can’t believe she’d get rid 
of it,” Thompson said of the 
quilt’s previous owner. When 
she first bought the quilt, she 
spent three weeks just looking 
at it, she said. 

Thompson also collects 
clowns, antique radios and has 
an antique camera in her liv¬ 
ing room. Her husband Gene 
collects whale figures. An en¬ 
tire entertainment center is 
used to hold various figurines. 

Practice makes perfect, she 
said. 

“The more you do it, (the 
crafts) just get better and bet¬ 
ter,” she said. 

On an environmental note, 
nearly all materials she uses 
in her crafts are recycled. In¬ 
stead of buying a yard of wool 
fabric to make an outfit for 
Santa, she’ll instead salvage 
fabric from a wool skirt or 
other item. She does this both 
for thrift and for environmen¬ 
tal reasons. 

“I’m cheap,” she said, ad¬ 
ding “I’m a big resale shopper. 
I get everything I can from re¬ 
sale shops.” 

Her Santa figures and her 
organ grinder figure, named 
“Luigi” are completely home¬ 
made.

At first glance, Roy 
Thompson’s home in the up¬ 
scale Pinewood at Pheasant 
Run subdivision looks like 
many other homes in her 
neighborhood, but upon enter¬ 
ing her home one instantly no¬ 
tices there’s something very 
different about it-and it’s all 
her doing. 

Thompson has an unusual 
flair for home decorating. It’s 
not the wallpaper, the carpets, 
or the furniture that sets it 
apart, but the stuff she keeps 
on shelves, scattered through¬ 
out her home. 

To start, there are decora¬ 
tive cakes you can’t eat, a 
homemade organ grinder 
statue, custom-crafted Santa 
Claus statues, a homemade 
quilt made from cigarette 
package “silks,” and various 
other artistic creations. 

When she sees a craft she 
likes in a shop, she doesn’t buy 
it. Being thrifty, She studies 
items to see if she can make 
them herself, making her 
crafts a “copycat” venture. But, 
the creations end up being her 
own. 


“I’ve really got into (deco¬ 
rating) for the past five years,” 
Thompson said. She, her hus¬ 
band and daughter moved to 
Pinewood from Chicago last 
August. In Chicago, she was a 
member of a welcome wagon 
group and made crafts for new 
residents. 

Among her collection are 
two cakes, perfect for dieters. 
They are inedible decorative 
cakes, made from artificial 
flowers, birch bark and sheet 
moss. One is a white wedding- 
type cake, and the other is 
made from birch bark, dried 
fruit and moss. The white cake 
is made from artificial white 
flowers with forest green mate¬ 
rial in the center. It’s going to 
be a shower gift, she said. 

Being modest about her 
skills, she said, “I just like folk 
art” 

An antique quilt is also in 
her collection, hanging on the 
wall in her living room. It is 
made from cigarette silks, 
which used to come with ciga¬ 
rette packs in the pre-World 
War II era. Thompson said she 
purchased the quilt in a Chi¬ 
cago shop. Its donator inher¬ 
ited the quilt from a 
grandmother.

One cannot help but be 
somewhat disappointed to 
learn that The Autobiography of 
My Mother by Jamaica Kincaid 
is a novel. 

Kincaid’s character is a 
composite of many strong- 
willed, self- determined wo¬ 
men who, despite the many ob¬ 
stacles they face, finds a way to 
cope with adversity and to 
deal with and sometimes tri¬ 
umph over misfortunes. 

As the reader begins to 
know Xuela Claudette Rich¬ 
ardson -- the daughter of a 
Carib mother and a half- 
Scottish, half-African father -- 
there develops a longing to 
find our more about her than 
the slim pages of the novel re¬ 
veal. 

The author admires the self- 
determination and strength of 
Xuela, but she finds that some 
readers find her “hard to 
take,” because of those charac¬ 
teristics.

She has no 
children, noting, “I would bear 
children, but I would never be 
a mother to them. They would 
hang from me like fruit from a 
vine, but I would destroy them 


with a carelessness like a 
god’s.” . 

She remains fiercely inde¬ 
pendent throughout her life, 
refusing to accept her status as 
a powerless woman in a soci¬ 
ety where her race and sex 
still bow to the dominant white 
minority and male-oriented 
culture. She uses her sexuality 
as a tool to skillfully upset the 
rules of race, sex and class on 
the Caribbean island that she 
describes as “a false para¬ 
dise.” 

The author was born and 
educated in St. John’s Antigua, 
in the West Indies and came to 
the U.S. to work her way 
through governess jobs before 
becoming a renowned author. 
She currently lives in Vermont 
with her husband and two chil¬ 
dren - not minding the cold 
and snow.

University of Michigan study leaving it either to the doctor 


published in the Feb. 12 issue 
of the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The report was based on re¬ 
sponses of 1,119 physicians 
and 998 members of the gen¬ 
eral public, surveyed in 1994 
and 1995 by U-M research sci¬ 
entist Jerald G. Rachman and 
colleagues. The surveys asked 
whether the Michigan Legisla¬ 
ture, which has been confront¬ 
ing the issue for several years, 
should ban all physician- 
assisted suicide or legalize it 
under various conditions. 

Multiple versions of ques¬ 
tionnaires were used in order 
to explore various options for 
legalization, and to check for 
possible effects of different 
question wordings. However, 
results were highly similar 
across questionnaires, so they 
were combined for these an¬ 
alyses. For both the physician 
and public samples, the mar¬ 
gin of error is 3 percent. 

When asked to choose bet¬ 
ween closely regulated 
physician-assisted suicide and 
a complete ban, 56 percent of 
physicians and 66 percent of 
the general public chose legal¬ 
ization, 37 percent of physi¬ 
cians and 26 percent of the 
public thought it should be 
banned, and a small propor¬ 
tion were uncertain. 

Physicians were given a 
wider range of choices later in 
their questionnaires. In re¬ 
sponse, 40 percent favored a 


patient relationship (22 per¬ 
cent) or to medical profession 
regulation or guidelines (15 
percent). 

When asked whether they 
themselves would be willing to 
participate in physician as¬ 
sisted suicide, or in voluntary 


euthanasia (in which the phy¬ 
sician rather than the patient 
“takes the final action”), 52 
percent of physicians said they 
would not participate in ei¬ 
ther, 13 percent said they 
might participate only in as¬ 
sisted suicide, and 22 percent 
said they might participate in 
both. (Ten percent were uncer¬ 
tain, and 2 percent preferred 
not to answer.) 

“On the one hand, given the 


overall stability of our findings 
during a year when assisted 
suicide was widely debated in 
Michigan, it appears unlikely 
that any new plan for legaliza¬ 
tion could win over large nu¬ 
mbers of heretofore reluctant 
physicians, voters or legisla¬ 
tures,” the authors said. 

“On the other hand, physi¬ 
cians who support carefully 
safeguarded legalization of 
physician-assisted suicide 


clearly outnumber those who 
support a total ban, and the 
same is true for Michigan 
adults in general. Moreover, 
many would also support vol¬ 
untary euthanasia, especially 
for patients unable to act for 
themselves.

A comprehensive anti¬ 
crime package, highlighted by 
a budget commitment to fund 
5,000 local police officers 
through community policing 
was unveiled by House Demo¬ 
cratic leader Curtis Hertel of 
Detroit. 

“This legislative agenda ad¬ 
dresses crime proactively, not 
reactively,” Hertel said. “More 
cops walking the beat means 
less crime in our neighbor¬ 
hoods. Manned guard towers 
in our prisons means fewer 
prison breaks. Three strikes 
and you’re out means lots of 
jail time for career criminals.

In these 
cases, it behooves us to legis¬ 
late respect for the law, which 
we will accomplish when 
Michigan’s first three-strikes 
offender is locked behind bars 
for good.” 

“Recently, we witnessed the 


largest prison break in 50 
years, and there have been 
several other serious attempts 
since, including an incident 
where weapons were thrown 
over the fence line under an 
unmanned guard tower,” Her¬ 
tel said. “Making our prisons 
more secure isn’t hard - just 
put guards in the towers. Man¬ 
ning the guard towers protects 
our corrections officers, pro¬ 
tects the communities which 
host prisons, and protects the 
people of the state of Michigan 
who trust their government 
with locking up our worst 
criminals securely.” 

In the corrections budget, 
Democrats will seek to ensure 
existing guard towers are 
manned and new guard towers 
built at every regional multi¬ 
level prison in the state. Demo¬ 
crats also will propose creat¬ 
ing two 500 bed, Level 5, 
maximum security prisons out 
of existing facilities in 
Saginaw and Ionia to house 
the worst-of-the-worst crimi¬ 
nals. Also, Democrats will pro¬ 
pose a juvenile boot camp 
system as an alternative to 
Gov. Engler's proposed “punk 
prisons”.

Tales of obsession 

Killer stalks vulnerable women

A killer is stalking beauti¬ 
ful, professional women in San 
Francisco, drawing them into 
sexual fantasies and then vi¬ 
ciously murdering them in Ro¬ 
meo, a tale written by 
psychotherapist, Elise Title. 

Title draws on her 15 years 
as a therapist and her experi¬ 
ences working with inmates in 
a high-security prison to pene¬ 
trate the mind of a serial killer. 

The killer is dubbed “Ro¬ 
meo” by the San Francisco 
press because he wines and 
dines his victims before mur¬ 
dering them. 

Among his victims is Dr. 
Melanie Rosen, a therapist 
who had made guest appear¬ 
ances on television programs 
analyzing the unknown killer. 

“Romeo’s need to kill before 
he can rape is a key element in 
his ritual. Because when he 
reaches orgasm he - like all of 
us - loses control, exposing his 
vulnerability....something he 
can’t allow his victims to wit-

ness for fear they will use it 
against him,” Rosen 
speculates. 

But, soon Melanie Rosen is 
another of Romeo’s victims - 
as beautiful, intelligent and 
talented as the other four vic¬ 
tims. However, unknown to the 
police or the victim’s family, 
Romeo has taken his latest vic¬ 
tim’s diary and is using the in¬ 
formation contained in it to 
stalk Melanie’s sister, Sarah. 

She is determined to stop 
Romeo before he kills again, 
and before he kills her. She de¬ 
liberately enters his seductive 
trap, believing the police can 
protect her but soon realizes 
no one can protect her. 

At the same time, the killer 
find a secret in the diary -- one 


that Sarah has blocked from 
her memory - and uses it in his 
strategy to seduce and kill her. 

While the story was an inter¬ 
esting one, it seemed difficult 
to believe that professional 
women who knew there was a 
killer in their midst would be 
gullible enough to fall for Ro¬ 
meo’s seduction. 

The identity of the killer is 
revealed in the last pages of 
the novel, but it seems that in¬ 
vestigating officers would have 
pieced together the connec¬ 
tions between the victims and 
their slayer long before with¬ 
out too much difficulty. 

In addition, what would be 
the chances of finding five or 
six professional women who 
would detour from their life 
style to seek the fulfillment of 
a night of fantasies? Not too 
likely with most of the hard- 
driving, goal-oriented, success- 
obsessed professional women 
I know.
